Additional U of A 
programs could 
face higher tuition 


Proposal. Province to 
limit Alberta post-secs 
to three tuition cap 
exemptions

Students entering the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta’s law depart¬ 
ment might not be the only 
ones facing tuition increases, 
as several more of the school’s 
faculties look to submit pro¬ 
posals to the province for a 
tuition cap exemption. 

On Thursday, Metro con¬ 
firmed the pharmacy faculty, 
MBA program and a possible 
department in the arts faculty 
plan on submitting a proposal 
for a “market modifier” — a 
tool to increase tuition when 
one institution is charging less 
for a program than compar¬ 
able universities elsewhere in 


the country. 

According to the U of A’s 
student union VP external 
Navneet Khinda, even though 
the province will only be ac¬ 
cepting three proposals from 
the university, there are a 
number of faculties looking 
for the increase. 

“We do know a lot of facul¬ 
ties at the U of A are tiying to 
submit a proposal even though 
the government has created a 
limit of three,” she said. 

Khinda said at this point 
in the process, the SU has not 
been a part of any consulta¬ 
tion process for the proposals. 

“Students want to see the 
proposals,” she said. “We want 
to see the proposals and have 
a chance to scrutinize them.” 

According to a recent study 
released by the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alternatives 
(CCPA), along with some of 
the highest tuition rates in 
the country, schools in Alberta 
also face some of the most ex¬ 
pensive compulsoiy fees. 


“We’ve seen the additional 
compulsoiy fees really spiking 
in Alberta and have been the 
highest in the country for a 
little while,” said Erika Shaker, 
director of CCPA’s education 
project. 

“Public funding for univer¬ 
sities is insufficient at the out¬ 
set and because tuition fees 
have been capped by some 
extent ... universities are still 
looking to compensate for in¬ 
adequate public funding.” 

The province confirmed it’s 
already received two propos¬ 
als from the university, which 
it subsequently sent back be¬ 
cause guidelines had yet to be 
established. 

The last time the province 
accepted proposals for tuition 
increase was in 2010, when 
four programs at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta saw rates spike 
— commerce (39 per cent), en¬ 
gineering (13 per cent), gradu¬ 
ate studies (31 per cent) and 
the pharmacy program (65 per 
cent).

Drainage network upgrades 
come with hefty $2.4B tab 



Permanent annual 
increases? Coun. Mike

Fixing the city’s drainage net¬ 
work to deal with heavier sum¬ 
mer storms will cost $2.4 bil¬ 
lion, according to a new report 
councillors will debate next 
week. 

The report considers the 
possibility of federal and 
provincial grants to fund the 
upgrades, but finds existing 
programs are limited and rate¬ 
payers might have to swallow 
the cost. 

That could mean increases 
of about $1 per month on the 
average bill next year and every 
year into the future to pay for 
the upgrades. 

Chris Ward, manager of 
drainage services, said the goal 
of the project would be to flood- 
proof all communities that 
would need the help to deal

with storms. 

“This is a city-wide program 
for neighbourhoods whether 
they have flooded or not in the 
past,” he said. 

Ward said heavier rains are 
becoming a fact of life in Ed¬ 
monton and this plan prepares 
for them. 

“The work that we’re doing 
right now, working with cli¬ 
mate change specialists, is veiy 
much to forecast future climate 
and build systems for future cli¬ 
mate,” he said 

Coun. Mike Nickel, whose 


south-side ward has seen sever¬ 
al floods, said a virtually perma¬ 
nent increase to rates won’t 
work to address this issue. 

“I couldn’t support a rate 
increase like that. It’s just too 


much for the taxpayer to bear,” 
he said. 

Nickel said the provincial 
and federal governments have 
to be involved, because adapt¬ 
ing to climate change repercus¬ 


sions shouldn’t solely be a local 
issue. 

“The other orders of govern¬ 
ment have to come to play, be¬ 
cause we can’t bear the entire 
bill,” he said.

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2006 killings. Curfew 
partially lifted for young 
Medicine Hat killer 


A woman who was just 12 
when she helped murder her 
family in southeast Alberta is 
getting more freedom. 

Court of Queen’s Bench 
Justice Scott Broolcer agreed 
Thursday to lift the woman’s 
curfew on weekends. 

“Thank you for this op¬ 
portunity, my Lord,” the 
now-20-year-old woman said 
via closed-circuit television 
during the review of her sen¬ 
tence. 

The woman, who can’t 
be named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, was con¬ 
victed along with her then- 
boyfriend, Jeremy Steinlce, 
of killing her mother, father 
and younger brother in the 
family’s Medicine Hat home 
in 2006. 

Broolcer said the woman 
needs to assume more re¬ 
sponsibility and that a partial 


curfew could provide that to 
some extent. 

He called her the “poster 
child” for rehabilitation, add¬ 
ing she is a low risk to re-of- 
fend. 

Crown prosecutor Ramona 
Robins told the court there 
were no direct safety con¬ 
cerns if the woman’s curfew 
was lifted. 

The woman’s curfew will 
remain in effect from 11:30 
p.m. to 6:00 a.m. Monday 
through Thursday. 

“Certainly we’re happy 
with the judge’s decision to 
lift the curfew, especially for 
the weekends, and that she’ll 
still have supports in place 
to deal with whatever situa¬ 
tions arise on the weekend if 
something strange happens 
or comes up,” said Katherin 
Beyalc, the woman’s lawyer.

Brendan Van Alstine, 
spokesperson for Transit Rid¬ 
ers’ Union of Edmonton, says 
the messages allow oper¬ 
ators to have more control of 
what’s happening inside their 
vehicles.

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Autistic boy ‘traumatized’ by bus crash, 
distressed mother tries to find answers 



‘Very distressing’ Bus 
company failed to notify 
school and parents: EPSB

Distraught and heartbroken 
— that’s how one Edmonton 
mother describes feeling one 
week, after the school bus her 
son was riding last week col¬ 
lided with another car. 

Kim Bewick said the experi¬ 
ence would be difficult for any 
child, but is made especially 
challenging because her son, 
Julius Randall, is autistic and 
can’t verbally communicate. 

“It’s veiy distressing to 
have a child missing for a long 
stretch of time and a child who 
has a really significant disabil¬ 
ity and couldn’t tell me any¬ 
thing about where he was or 
what happened,” Bewick said. 

Bewick said since the crash 
her son has exhibited stressed 



behaviour and subsequently 
been diagnosed with psycho¬ 
logical trauma by his doctor. 

Unsure how to help him 
deal with his experience, Be¬ 
wick has taken it upon herself 
to piece together what might 
have happened. 

Police confirmed that there 
was a crash Sept. 3 near 157 
Street and 87 Avenue involv¬ 
ing a yellow school bus. An 
oncoming vehicle hit the bus 
as it attempted to make a left- 
hand turn. The driver of the 
bus was charged on scene but 
police called it a minor crash. 
Bewick said Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices told her the driver refused 
a medical exam for herself and 
the two children on the bus. 

First Student spokeswoman 
Stephanie Creech said the com¬ 
pany’s first priority is to ensure 
the safety of its student com¬ 
muters. 

“It appears that when the 
bus was involved in the acci¬ 
dent, as is protocol, First Stu¬ 
dent did call the police,” she 
said. “The Police and the fire 


department responded, as did 
our own safety officer from 
First Student.” 

Creech said according to the 
company’s records, the fire de¬ 
partment boarded the bus and 
checked on the student. 

“The fire department didn’t 
see cause to request or require 
any further examination,” she 
said. “The bus driver in this case 
did not decline medical atten¬ 
tion, nor is it protocol for a bus 
driver to do so.” 

EPSB spokeswoman Jane 
Sterling said both the driver 
and dispatch breached protocol 
by not informing the school or 
parents about the collision. She 
said they’ve been in contact 
with First Student to underscore 
EPSB’s transportation standards. 
“The protocol is the bus driver 
would contact the bus carrier, 
who would contact the parents 
and the school,” she said. 

Bewick is unravelling her 
own answers one step at a time. 
“My son is extremely trauma¬ 
tized. I don’t know what he ex¬ 
perienced or how to help him.”

Firefighters

Union presidents says

Edmonton Fire Rescue Ser¬ 
vice members came together 
to honour their fallen com¬ 
rades on Thursday — a day 
that will be forever linked to 
slain firefighters. 

Dozens of active and re¬ 
tired firefighters came to the 
memorial plaza in Old Strath- 
cona for the ceremony. Chief 
Ken Block said that, with so 
many firefighters having lost 
their lives on 9/11, it’s an im¬ 
portant time to look back. 

“It’s important for fire-res¬ 
cue services to recognize our 
emergency responders, and 
this is the one day each year 
that we do that,” he said. 

Firefighters now have 


coverage for job-related can¬ 
cers under workers’ compen¬ 
sation laws. Block said that’s 
one of the greatest risks that 
today’s firefighters face. 

“We have had nine active 
members and many more 
retired members who have 
succumbed to occupational 
cancer,” he said. 

No active-duty firefighters 
died in the last year, but the 
service did remember 12 re¬ 
tired firefighters who passed 
in that time. 

Union president Greg 
Holubowich said the memor¬ 
ial is a reminder to the public 
of the risk firefighters take 
on. 

“The firefighters of this 
city will answer the call when 
the bell comes in,” he said. 

He also told the crowd 
that they need to continue 
to find ways to make the job 
safer for eveiyone. 

“The best tribute we can 
pay to our fallen firefight¬ 
ers is that we will never stop 
fighting to improve firefight¬ 
er safety or public safety.”

Choosing to stay or fold in a 
game of cards is a risky deci¬ 
sion that could be influenced 
by a chemical in the brain. 

That’s the latest find¬ 
ing from a University of B.C. 
study that revealed the rise 
and fall of dopamine, some¬ 
times called the “feel good” 
chemical, plays a key role in 
decisions involving risk and 
reward, such as investors 
choosing to buy or sell stocks 
on Wall Street. 

The researchers put rats 
through a game of chance. 
Pressing one lever gave them 
a small, but guaranteed, re¬ 


ward. Pressing another lever 
yielded a large reward, or 
nothing. The rats made riskier 
decisions with dopamine acti¬ 
vated.

T.O. mayor’s biopsy 
results due in week 


Abdominal tumour. If 

Rob Ford is to pull out 
of the race for Toronto 
mayor, the deadline is 
Friday at 2 p.m. EDT 


Toronto’s Mount Sinai hos¬ 
pital says the results of the 
biopsy of a tumour found in 
Mayor Rob Ford’s abdomen 
will not be known for an¬ 
other week. 

The 45-year-old politician 
was first hospitalized Wed¬ 
nesday after seeking treat¬ 
ment for “unbearable” ab¬ 
dominal pain. 

Doctors found a “fair¬ 
sized” tumour in his ab¬ 
domen. 

Dr. Zane Cohen, a colo¬ 
rectal surgeon at Mount Sinai 
Hospital, said Ford is resting 
comfortably and has some 
pain, for which he’s receiving 


medication. 

Ford had abdominal sur- 
geiy in 2009 to remove a tu¬ 
mour on his appendix. His 
father, Doug Ford Sr., died of 
colon cancer in 2006. 

Ford, 45, whose crack co¬ 
caine scandal and antics in 
office have made him the 
world’s most infamous may¬ 
or, was admitted to the west- 
end Toronto Humber River 
Hospital on Wednesday then 
transferred to Mount Sinai 
downtown. 

Dr. Cohen, who leads the 
team treating the mayor, said 
Ford will undergo an MRI on 
Friday. “We will not have the 
results of the biopsy for an¬ 
other week,” he said. 

When asked if he’s seen 
masses of a similar size as 
the one in Ford’s abdomen 
that are benign, Dr. Cohen 
answered “Yes.” 

Polls suggest Ford is 
still a viable candidate.

Hamas ready for 
direct Israel talks 


Ban lifted. Official 
for Palestinian Islamic 
group says it is willing to 
negotiate issues such as 
Gaza border crossing 


A senior Hamas leader says 
the group is willing to talk 
directly to Israel, reversing a 
previous ban. 

In an interview with A1 Quds 
TV, Hamas No. 2 Musa Abu Mar- 
zoulc said, “Hamas is willing to 
talk directly to the Israelis” over 
issues including Gaza border 
crossings and prisoner releases. 

“Just as you negotiate with 
weapons you can also negotiate 
by talk,” he said in a tape ob¬ 
tained by The Associated Press. 
“Up till now our policy was no 
negotiation with (Israel), but 
others should be aware that 
this issue is not taboo.” 

His comments come two 
weeks after the end of a bloody 
war in the Gaza Strip, which 
Hamas has run since 2007. 


Over the weekend the group 
came in for criticism from 
Western-backed Palestinian 
Authority President Mahmoud 
Abbas, putting further pressure 
on it after the heavy losses it 
sustained during the fighting. 

Israeli government spokes¬ 
man Mark Regev said he would 
not comment until Abu Mar- 
zoulc’s remarks are broadcast. 

Israel has consistently said it 
will not talk directly to Hamas 
until the Palestinian Islamic 
group recognizes its right to 
exist and renounces violence. 

During the interview Abu 
Marzoulc gave no indication 
that Hamas was considering 
such steps. Rather, he insisted 
the reason for the change 
in policy reflected growing 
tensions with Abbas, whom 
Hamas believes is trying to re 
claim control of Gaza. 

“Hamas finds itself com¬ 
pelled to make this move when 
the natural rights of the people 
in Gaza come under pressure 
from the Palestinian Authority 
and the government,” he said.

Warcrimes? 


Leading rights group Hu¬ 
man Right Watch (HRW) 
alleges Israel committed 
war crimes during this 
summer’s Gaza war, 
saying it reached that 
conclusion after investi¬ 
gating three attacks on or 
near United Nations-run 
schools housing displaced 
Palestinians. 

According to its inves¬ 
tigation, based on field 
research and interviews 
with witnesses, the New 
York-based group said 
no military targets were 
apparent in the area and 
that some of the attacks 
were indiscriminate. 

The war left more than 
2,100 Palestinians dead, 
according to Palestinian 
and UN officials.

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Oscar Pistorius cleared of murder, 
but prison time still a possibility 



South Africa. Olympian 
may be found guilty 
of culpable homicide, 
as judge says he ‘acted 
too hastily and with 
excessive force’ on night 
his girlfriend was killed 


The judge in Oscar Pis¬ 
torius’ trial ruled out a 
murder conviction for the 
double-amputee Olympian 
Thursday in the shooting 
death of his girlfriend but 
said he was negligent, rais¬ 
ing the possibility he’ll be 
convicted of culpable homi¬ 
cide. 

The verdict is expected 
on Friday when Judge 
Tholcozile Masipa recon¬ 
venes the judgment phase, 
climaxing the trial that 


began in March. 

If Pistorius is acquitted 


of murder, he could still be 
sent to jail for a maximum 


of 15 years if convicted of 
culpable homicide. Masipa, 


sitting in the dais and look¬ 
ing down at Pistorius and 
the packed courtroom, said 
she felt Pistorius acted neg¬ 
ligently when he fired four 
times through a bathroom 
door in his home in the pre¬ 
dawn hours of Valentine’s 
Day last year. 

“I am of the view that 
the accused acted too 
hastily and with excessive 
force,” Masipa said of Pis¬ 
torius’ actions on the fatal 
night. She said the prosecu¬ 
tion had not proven beyond 
a reasonable doubt that 
Pistorius committed pre¬ 
meditated murder. She also 
ruled out a lesser murder 
charge. As she spoke, Pis¬ 
torius began sobbing quiet¬ 
ly on the wooden bench, his 
shoulders shaking. 

“Did the accused fail to 
take steps he should have 
taken? Yes,” Masipa said. 
“He failed to take any steps

to avoid the death.” 

If Pistorius is convicted 
on any charge, the case will 
be postponed until a later 
sentencing hearing.

Canadian gets 4 years for kidnapping, hiding kids in Mexico

A Canadian man who kid¬ 
napped his two kids and hid 
them in Mexico has been sen¬ 
tenced to four years in prison. 

Kevin Maiylc of Winnipeg 
pleaded guilty in June to kid¬ 
napping his children in 2008 
and keeping them in a heavily 
guarded home for four years. 

Judge Ted Lismer said 
Maiylc abused his position of 
trust and deprived the chil¬ 
dren of their mother and of a 
normal childhood. 

“(Maiylc) subjected them 
to live behind locked doors, 
barbed wire and surveillance 
cameras,” Lismer said in his 


decision Thursday. 

“He gravely abused them 
psychologically in depriving 
them, for four years, of a nor¬ 
mal school education and as¬ 
sociation with other children.” 

The judge gave Maiylc 
credit for time served, which 
leaves just over a year on the 
sentence. 

The Crown had asked for 
five years behind bars, saying 
Maiylc didn’t allow the boy 
and girl to go to school and 
forced them to live as virtual 
prisoners in a heavily guarded 
house. 

The defence, arguing 


Maiylc made a mistake based 
on concern for his children, 
wanted his immediate re¬ 
lease based on credit for time 
served in Canada and Mexico. 

Maiylc took his children 
from his former wife, Emily 
Cablelc, during a court-ordered 
visit on Aug. 16, 2008, shortly 
after Cablelc was awarded cus¬ 
tody. At the time, Abby was 
about to turn six and Dominic 
was seven. 

The four years the children 
spent without their mother 
are an “irretrievable loss,” 
Lismer said. The children are 
now struggling in school and 


lag far behind their peers, he 
said. 

Despite that, Maiylc shows 
a “lack of remorse for this ab¬ 
dication which lasted for four 
long years.” 

Defence lawyer Todd 
Bourcier had told court that 
Maiylc was worried the chil¬ 
dren’s mother was returning 
to a life of prostitution and 
drug use. There is no chance 
Maiylc would attempt to ab¬ 
duct Dominic or Abby again, 
he said. 

Bourcier told the judge 
Maiylc is not “the monster the 
Crown is making him out to

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Burnaby denies blocking 
survey work on pipeline 


Dispute escalates 
after trees cut down. 

Kinder Morgan wants 
National Energy Board 
to order city to allow 
access to mountain 


The City of Burnaby, B.C., 
insists it’s not attempting to 
block Kinder Morgan from 
conducting survey work re¬ 
lated to the Trans Mountain 
pipeline, but says instead 
that it only wants its town 
bylaws followed. 

Burnaby and Kinder 
Morgan have been escalat¬ 
ing their dispute over the 
proposed expansion of the 
pipeline, with the city cit¬ 
ing the company for cut¬ 
ting down trees on Burnaby 
Mountain, east of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

The company has asked 



the National Energy Board blocking access to the site, board ruling last month 
to order Burnaby to stop pointing to another energy that said Kinder Morgan 


could proceed over the 
city’s objections. 

The city says in a letter 
to the energy board that 
it respects the company’s 
rights under federal law, 
but it says the National 
Energy Board ruling doesn’t 
exempt the company from 
complying with bylaws that 
protect its trees and park¬ 
land. 

The city filed a lawsuit 
in B.C. Supreme Court this 
week asking for an injunc¬ 
tion, and it says the energy 
board should put the issue 
on hold until the court pro¬ 
cess plays out. 

Burnaby has been a vocal 
opponent of the expan¬ 
sion of the Trans Mountain 
pipeline, particularly after 
the company changed its 
proposed route to tunnel 
through Burnaby Mountain, 
which is home to a conserv¬ 
ation area.

Province may end 
teachers'strike 

B.C.’s education minister 
is no longer ruling out 
baclc-to-worlc legislation 
as an option for ending 
the teachers’ strike. 

Peter Fassbender has 
repeatedly rejected asking 
the legislature to force a 
solution, but he now says 
the government has that 
ultimate ability. 

He backed off the pos¬ 
ition he held for months, 
after a vote by teachers 
overwhelmingly in favour 
of binding arbitration, de¬ 
claring they will start the 
school year if government 
accepts their plan. 

The minister says he’s 
still committed to getting 
a negotiated settlement 
and contends binding 
arbitration would compel 
the province to hike taxes. 

Teachers’ union leader 
Jim Ilcer says arbitration 
is the fairest way to get a 
contract, and he accuses 
the government of being 
the only thing standing 
in the way of getting chil¬ 
dren back in classrooms.

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ISIS. U.S. may find itself 
in ‘a tricky situation’ in 
striking at Islamic group 


In expanding its airstrilces into 
Syria against extremists from 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
al-Sham (ISIS), the U.S. may 
entangle itself in a storm of ji- 
hadis and rebel rivalries. 

Unlike Iraq, the U.S. has no 
firm allies in Syria to take over 
areas if fighters from ISIS are 
pushed back. Unless the West 
decisively backs the outgunned 
moderate rebels, it risks the un¬ 
intended consequence of pro¬ 
longing the widely discredited 
rule of President Bashar Assad. 

U. S. President Barack 
Obama said Wednesday that in 
the fight against ISIS, his coun¬ 
try “cannot rely on an Assad 
regime that terrorizes its own 
people — a regime that will 
never regain the legitimacy it 
has lost.” 

“Instead, we must strength¬ 
en the opposition as the best 
counterweight to extremists 
like ISIL, while pursuing the 
political solution necessaiy to 
solve Syria’s crisis once and for 
all,” Obama said, referring to 
ISIS by another of its acronyms. 

But to do so is complicated. 


In the northern and eastern 
parts of Syria where ISIS con¬ 
trols territoiy, the region is 
war-tom following three years 
of conflict, rife with various 
loyalties and rivalries. 

Further complicating any ef¬ 
forts, ISIS may be hiding assets 
and fighters among civilians, 
making it difficult for the U.S. 
to cany out militaiy actions. 

“A tricky situation is going 
to be how the U.S. will ensure 
that it is only ISIS targets that 
are hit, rather than civilians 
and others,” said Haras Rafiq 
of the Quilliam Foundation, a 
London-based think-tank. 

The U.S. would most likely 
target supply lines and heavy 
weapons to erode the group’s 
power, rather than wiping it 
out, said Eliot Higgins, who 
analyzes weapons used in Syr¬ 
ia. “It’s really about targeting 
the stuff they can’t hide easily.” 

Higgins added he believes 
the U.S. was unlikely to attack 
militants where there are civil¬ 
ians, as it would give ISIS a 
propaganda victoiy

The peacekeepers are re¬ 
ported to have been returned 
in good condition and were 
undergoing quick medical 
exams, a UN statement said. 

The hostage crisis raised 
questions about the future of 
the UN’s decades-old Golan 
mission, with participating na¬ 
tions threatening to pull their 
troops from Syria due to the 
escalating violence. 

UN Deputy Spokesman 
Farhan Haq said they were re¬ 
leased on the Syrian side of the 
Quneitra crossing point near 
Israel into Israeli-controlled Go¬ 
lan territoiy. UN Secretaiy-Gen- 
eral Ban Ki-moon welcomed 
the peacekeepers’ release and 
thanked all involved in negoti¬ 
ating their return. One uniden¬ 
tified peacekeeper expressed 
relief upon being released.

Pakistani troops used heli¬ 
copters and boats to remove 
thousands of marooned 
people from the country’s 
plains where raging mon¬ 
soon floods inundated more 
villages Thursday, as the In¬ 
dian military dropped food 
for hundreds of thousands of 
people marooned in flood-hit 
areas of Indian-held Kashmir. 

Pakistani and Indian offi¬ 
cials said the death toll had 
reached 461 in the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Flash floods have washed 
away crops, damaged tens of 
thousands of homes and af¬ 
fected over a million people 


since Sept. 3, when heavy 
monsoon rains lashed Pak¬ 
istan’s eastern Punjab prov¬ 
ince and Kashmir, the Hima¬ 
layan region claimed by both 
India and Pakistan. 

Prime Minister Nawaz 
Sharif visited the Pakistan- 
administered portion of 
Kashmir on Thursday and 
told flood victims that 
his government would do 
whatever it can to rebuild 
their damaged homes. “I 
am grieved over the deaths 
caused by the floods,” he said 
in a televised speech. 

Ahmad Kamal, a spokes¬ 
man for Pakistan’s National 
Disaster Management Au¬ 
thority, said 261 people have 
been killed and 482 injured 
in Pakistan. “The situation is 
still alarming as flood waters 
are entering the country’s 
plains in the Jhang district, 
inundating more villages and 
affecting thousands,” he said.

Sierra Leone doc to be treated abroad for Ebola 


Outbreak. Ebola virus 
has taken a heavy 
toll on health-care 
workers, leaving at 
least 135 of them dead 


Another doctor from Sierra 
Leone who has tested positive 
for Ebola will be removed from 
the hard-hit countiy for med¬ 
ical treatment, an official said 


Thursday, making her the first 
Sierra Leonean citizen to be 
treated abroad. 

Dr. Olivette Buck is the na¬ 
tion’s fourth doctor to contract 
the disease — the three others 
all have died. Arrangements 
are being made to send her to 
another countiy for treatment, 
said Health Ministiy spokes¬ 
man Sidie Yahya Tunis. 

The worst Ebola outbreak in 
histoiy also has hit Guinea, Ni¬ 
geria and Senegal, and has been 


blamed for more than 2,200 
deaths across West Africa. 

The disease is taking a 
heavy toll on health-care work¬ 
ers, whose jobs put them at 
high risk because Ebola is only 
transmitted through contact 
with the bodily fluids of people 
showing symptoms or dead 
bodies. 

More than 135 health 
workers have died in the 
outbreak, exacerbating short¬ 
ages of doctors and nurses in 


countries that already had too 
few medical workers to begin 
with. 

Sierra Leone and Liberia 
have been especially hard hit, 
and officials have warned that 
both countries could see a surge 
in cases soon. Sierra Leone is ex¬ 
pecting to uncover potentially 
hundreds of new cases when 
volunteers go house to house 
looking for the sick during a 
three-day lockdown later this

Trial. Peanut plant owner 
iroved tainted food sale, 
led lab results: Lawyer 



The owner of a Georgia pea¬ 
nut plant, where a deadly sal¬ 
monella outbreak originated 
five years ago, approved sales 
of tainted food “whatever the 
risk,” including shipments 
known to have tested positive 
for the bacteria and others sent 
with fake lab results and no 
real confirmation the products 
were safe to eat, a prosecutor 
told jurors during closing argu¬ 
ments in the food-poisoning 
trial Thursday. 

Former Peanut Corporation 
owner Stewart Parnell and two 
co-defendants have been on 
trial in U.S. District Court since 
Aug. 1. Now, after more than 
five weeks of testimony from 
nearly 50 witnesses, plus an es¬ 
timated 1,000 documents intro¬ 
duced as evidence, the juiy 
will soon decide whether the 
defendants committed crimes 
that led to one of the largest 
food recalls in U.S. histoiy. 

Investigators concluded 
nine people died from salmon¬ 
ella lurking in food traced back 
to the company’s plant in rural 
Blakely, and 714 got sick. Ex¬ 
perts say it’s the first time food 
processors have stood trial in

federal court in a food poison¬ 
ing case. 

Prosecutors say Parnell and 
his brother, food broker Mi¬ 
chael Parnell, shipped peanuts 
and peanut butter they knew 
had tested positive for salmon¬ 
ella to customers that used 
them as ingredients in products 
from peanut butter crackers to 
pet food. The Parnell brothers 
are also charged with faking 
lab results for salmonella and 
other contaminants so they 
wouldn’t have to wait for real

Teacheracddentally 
shoots own leg 

A school teacher accidentally 
shot herself in the leg when 
a concealed weapon she 
was carrying discharged in a 
faculty bathroom shortly be¬ 
fore classes started Thursday 
morning, officials said. 

School District spokes¬ 
man Ben Horsley said the 
teacher at a school, in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, was severely 
injured when the bullet 
pierced her leg. She was 
rushed to a hospital where 
she was in good condition 
and alert, Horsley said. 

Utah is one of the few 
states that allow people with 


concealed weapons permits 
to carry guns in public 
schools. Teachers are not 
required to disclose they’re 
carrying a weapon, and ad¬ 
ministrators are prohibited 
from asking. 

No other faculty or 
students witnessed the shoot¬ 
ing, but they might have 
heard the gunshot or seen 
the teacher as she was being 
taken to the hospital, Horsley 
said. Classes were continuing 
as usual, and crisis counsel¬ 
lors were available, he added. 
Officials were still investigat¬ 
ing how the gun discharged. 

Horsley wouldn’t release 
details about the woman or 
what she taught, but he said 
she was carrying the weapon 
legally, the associated press

One year, 3,650 projects, 
239,591 backers and $24 mil¬ 
lion in pledges: That’s the stoiy 
of Kickstarter’s first year in 
Canada. 

Launched in the U.S. in 
2009, the popular crowdfund- 
ing platform made itself avail¬ 
able to Canuck fimd-seekers on 
Sept. 9, 2013. Since then, the 
site has helped fund an aver¬ 
age of 10 Canadian projects per 
day, ranging from a Comer Gas 
reboot to a high-tech hockey 
stick. 

“When we launched ... we 
were available to anyone in the 
world in terms of backers, and 
early on Canada turned out to 
be a veiy active place where 
people were pledging money 
from,” said Kiclcstarter spokes¬ 
person Justin Kazmark. “And 
Canada has a significant cre¬ 
ative population, so expanding 
there was a natural fit.” 

The service has been a 
launching pad for Canadian 
companies, granting them ac¬ 
cess to international customers 
and capital. Although domestic 
support for Canadian projects 
is high, most ideas receive two- 
thirds of their funding from 
outside the countiy’s borders. 

“I think it signifies that 
internationally, people have an 
appetite for supporting creative 
ideas coming out of Canada,” 
Kazmark said. 

To date, the most-funded 
project on Canadian Kick- 
starter is Vanhawlcs’ Valour 
bicycle, a “smart bike” made 
of carbon fibre and equipped 
with features like GPS and hap¬ 
tic feedback. The Ottawa-based 
company turned to Kiclcstarter 
last May and raised more than 
$820,000. 

“We were out there look¬ 
ing for funding to launch our 
bike, and Kiclcstarter allowed 
us to take a peek into the mar¬ 
ket and prove there’s a massive 
demand out there,” said Van- 
hwalcs co-founder Ah Zahid. 
“It’s going to change the whole 
ecosystem of how people get 
funded and start companies in 
Canada.” 

Although they believed in 
their product, Zahid and his 
colleagues were still shocked at 
how quickly their Kiclcstarter

“You don't 
need a video to launch a 
project, but most successful ones 


have a video,” Kickstarter spokes¬ 
man Justin Kazmark said, “often 
with the creator in front of the 
camera.” 

3 Tell a story that involves your 
backers. “Successful projects 
on Kickstarter, regardless of 
geography, tell a compelling 
story.... They articulate what 
you're trying to bring to life 
and how backers can join you 
on that journey,” said Kazmark. 


The Vanhawks team kept a blog 
throughout the process and 
Zahid even offered his cellphone 
number to backers in case they 
had questions or suggestions. 

“I used to get calls at 3 a.m., but 
people loved it,” he said. 


4 Be honest. “Our pitch wasn't 
some slick advertisement for 
a product. It was true to who 
we are,” said Aesthetec Studio's 
Mark Argo. “We wanted to give 


off this feeling that we're a small 
group of passionate makers and 
that this is an idea that's import¬ 
ant to us... And afterwards a lot 
of people commented that they 
liked the tone of our pitch and 
our video.” 

5 Be prepared to follow 
through. “Make sure it's 
something you love, because if 
you do get backed, you have to 
make it,” Argo said. 


took off. 

“It was a crazy experience,” 
he said. “I didn’t sleep for two 
weeks. We got so many press 
requests and questions that my 
phone died in the first 10 min¬ 
utes.” 

Another Canadian success 
stoiy is Aesthetec Studio’s Little 
Robot Friends, a set of cute, an¬ 
thropomorphic circuit boards 
that help teach people about 
electronics and computer 
programming. The project at¬ 
tracted more than 1,300 back¬ 
ers from 49 different countries, 


and raised more than $123,000. 

Aesthetec’s Mark Argo said 
that, like Vanhawks, Kick- 
starter allowed his company to 
gauge demand for their prod¬ 
uct, but more importantly, it 
let them bring that product to 
market in a way they were com¬ 
fortable with. 

“We wanted to do it right 
the first time, and worry about 
making money off it later,” 
Argo said. “With a lot of tech 
products, the way you make 
money is to outsource as much 
as possible ... to places like 


China. But when you have 
this upfront source of risk-free 
money, it gives you the motiva¬ 
tion — and the ability — to de¬ 
liver the best thing you possibly 
can. 

“And if that means using 
more expensive local labour 
and materials, then so be it.” 

As a result, eveiy Little 
Robot Friend is hand-built in 
Toronto, using local materials 
from factories that Argo and his 
colleagues have visited. 

Like Zahid, Argo believes 
Kickstarter can help Canadian 


companies achieve success 
without leaving home. 

“There’s tons of talented 
people here, but a lot of them 
have to flee the country to find 
opportunity,” he said. “But we 
found that we can make some¬ 
thing here locally in Canada, 
enjoy the benefits of living 
here and still reach a global 
community ...

Yes independence support 
better mobilized online 


When the campaign to keep 
Scotland in the United King¬ 
dom launched a recent TV ad, 
the spot went viral — but for 
all the wrong reasons. 

In a kitchen, a woman com¬ 
plains that while her husband 
can’t stop talking about the 
independence referendum, 
she doesn’t have time to think 
about voting because she’s too 
busy with housework. 

Within hours, spoof videos 
appeared online, mocking the 
perceived sexist tone. 

“The tone of the whole 
video was completely out¬ 
dated, sexist and insulting to 
women,” said Sandra Geddes, a 
33-year-old office worker who 
plans to vote No on independ¬ 
ence. 

In the battle of the ads in 
Scotland’s independence de¬ 


bate, the Yes camp is winning 
— and that may be a factor 
in the surge that has given it 
a chance of winning on Sept. 
18 after months trailing far 
behind. 

While the Better Together 
campaign has been derided 
for old-fashioned, even patron¬ 
izing ads, the breakaway side 
has actively engaged voters. 

Much of the Yes side’s suc¬ 
cess comes from their engage¬ 
ment of youth, utilizing social 
media to spread the word. 
The campaign’s Twitter ac¬ 
count — @YesScotland — has 
more than 81,000 followers, 
compared to 37,200 for the No 
movement. It’s the same stoiy 
on Faceboolc, where Yes Scot¬ 
land has over 266,000 likes 
compared to Better Together’s

Catalans monitoring 
Scots' independence 



Tone-setting vote. As 

Scottish independence 
vote looms, Europe 
keeps a close watch on 
the bid’s outcome 


Hundreds of thousands of 
Catalans energized by Scot¬ 
land’s upcoming independ¬ 
ence referendum protested 
Thursday for a secession 
vote aimed at carving out a 
new Mediterranean nation 
in what is now northeast¬ 
ern Spain, illustrating how 
the Scottish vote in just one 
week is captivating break¬ 
away minded Europeans 
from Barcelona to Spain’s 
Basque country, Belgium 
and Italy. 

Sporting bright yellow 
and red shirts representing 
the colours of the Catalon¬ 
ian flag emblazoned with 
the phrase “Now is the 
time,” they shouted “In- 
dependencia!” and crowded 
two avenues that look like 
a “V” from the air to signal 
their desire for a Catalonia 
independence referendum 
that the central govern¬ 
ment in Madrid insists 
would be illegal. 

Just how many showed 
up was in dispute after the 
protest ended Thursday 
evening. Barcelona police 
said 1.8 million participat¬ 
ed but the Spanish Interior 
Ministry’s regional office in 
Catalonia put the number 
at no more than 525,000, 
among them retired hospi¬ 
tal director and economist 
Lluis Enric Florenca. 

“If the Yes wins in Scot¬ 


land, and it looks like it 
will be close, and Europe 
accepts it, they will accept 
Catalonia, which is bigger, 
and in relation to Spain, 
stronger than Scotland in 
relation to England,” said 
Florenca, 65. “Catalonia 
is potentially much more 
powerful.” 

Catalonia regional leader 
Artur Mas said his govern¬ 
ment is not wavering from 
plans to hold a Nov. 9 ref¬ 
erendum in the region of 
7.6 million people, even 


though experts say any at¬ 
tempt is sure to be blocked 
by Spain’s constitutional 
Court. Mas has repeatedly 
said he will not call an il¬ 
legal vote. 

“This is a very powerful 
message we are sending to 
Europe and the world,” Mas 
said. “Now is the moment 
to sit down and negotiate 
the terms for the Catalan 
people to be able to express 
themselves at the polls.” 

Polls have suggested that 
Scotland’s independence 


vote on Sept. 18 is too close 
to call and that has captivat¬ 
ed a wide variety of groups 
in addition to Catalan sep¬ 
aratists. 

“If Scotland votes Yes 
and the negotiation process 
goes smoothly, and Scotland 
gets into the EU quickly, 
that might boost secession¬ 
ist support because it would 
show the risks of independ¬ 
ence are lower,” he said. “It 
could go the other way, if 
the transition involves a lot

Choosing to stay or fold in a 
game of cards is a risky deci¬ 
sion that could be influenced 
by a chemical in the brain. 

That’s the latest find¬ 
ing from a University of B.C. 
study that revealed the rise 
and fall of dopamine, some¬ 
times called the “feel-good” 
chemical, plays a key role in 
decisions involving risk and 
reward, such as investors 
choosing to buy or sell stocks 
on Wall Street or baseball play¬ 
ers deciding to steal a base. 

Senior author Stan Flor- 


esco, a professor in UBC’s de¬ 
partment of psychology, said 
the findings show dopamine 
plays an important role in 
eveiyday decisions. 

“It gives us insight into 
how this fundamental trans¬ 
mitter, which is involved in 
reward, in movement, in cog¬ 
nition, is playing a relatively 
rapid role in guiding our be¬ 
haviour on a moment to mo¬ 
ment basis,” he said. 

Floresco said the study’s 
findings could help scientists 
understand how dopamine 
influences such conditions as 
problem gambling, drug ad¬ 
diction and schizophrenia. 

“Dysfunction of this sys¬ 
tem has been identified in a 
number of neuropsychiatric 
disorders,” he said. “It gives 
us insight into how this sys¬ 
tem works so we might have 
better understanding of what 
happens when it’s not work¬ 
ing so well.” 

The study was published 
Thursday in the peer-re¬ 
viewed journal Neuron.

Ventura, who’s the direc¬ 
tor of the Earthquake Engin¬ 
eering Research Facility at 
UBC, said the detectors could 
give up to 40 seconds notice 


before a quake hits. 

Sensors are being placed 
on the grounds of 50 Catholic 
and two public schools in the 
Lower Mainland as part of a 
pilot project funded by the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment, Ventura said. 

British Columbia is on 
a fault line and earthquake 
readiness has been an on¬ 
going concern. Scientists have 
predicted the province is due 
for a major ground-shaker.

Customers shrug at 
the latest data breach 


‘Here we go again.’ 

Reaction to Home 
Depot’s big breach is 
getting a small reaction 
from jaded consumers 


Home Depot’s data breach 
could wind up being among 
the largest ever for a retailer, 
but that may not matter to its 
millions of customers. 

America’s largest home- 
improvement chain on Monday 
confirmed a theft that could 
have gone back as far as April 
and affected customers who 
used credit and debit cards at 
nearly 2,200 of its U.S. and Can¬ 
adian stores. While the scope 
of the hack is not yet known, 
there’s speculation that it could 
be the biggest yet. 


Stores hit 


2,200 

Home Depot confirmed Monday a theft 
that could have gone back as far as April 
and affected customers who used credit 
and debit cards at nearly 2,200 of its U.S. 
and Canadian stores. 

Home Depot joins a grow¬ 
ing list of retailers that have 
had their data stolen. Perhaps 
the most high-profile of those 
previous hacks was at Target, 
which suffered profit and sales 
declines after shoppers fled fol¬ 
lowing a breach that comprom¬ 
ised 40 million debit and credit 
card accounts. Industry watch¬ 
ers are betting Home Depot will 
fare better with its customers. 

“It’s simply not a big issue 


with consumers,” said Craig 
Johnson, president of retail 
consultancy Customer Growth 
Partners, noting that shoppers 
seem to be almost immune to 
the breaches now. “Eveiybody 
knows that this is not people’s 
first rodeo.” 

Take Johnna Horn. She 
stopped shopping at Target for 
two months after its breach 
was disclosed. Yet when she 
heard the news about Home 
Depot, she wasn’t alarmed. 

“With Target, it was more 
shocking,” said Horn, who lives 
in Wentzville, Mo. “With Home 
Depot, it’s like, ‘Here we go 
again.’” 

To be sure, analysts say it’s 
too early to estimate the impact 
the breach will have on Home 
Depot’s business because there 
are many details that are un¬ 
known.

China announced on Thurs¬ 
day it will fine Audi $40.5 
million US and Chrysler $5.2 
million in a sweeping anti- 
monopoly probe of the auto 
industry that has prompted 
complaints foreign business¬ 
es are being treated unfairly. 

Regulators have launched 
probes of global automakers, 
technology suppliers and 
other companies in an ap¬ 
parent effort to force down 
prices. 


Business groups say the 
secretive and abrupt way the 
investigations are conducted 
is alienating foreign compan¬ 
ies, and the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce said this week 
that Beijing might be violat¬ 
ing its free-trade commit¬ 
ments. Regulators deny for¬ 
eign companies are treated 
unfairly. 

Audi, the luxury unit of 
Germany’s Volkswagen AG, 
improperly enforced min¬ 


imum prices that dealers 
were required to charge for 
vehicles and service, accord¬ 
ing to the Cabinet agency 
that oversees anti-monopoly 
enforcement, the National 
Development and Reform 
Commission. 

It said Audi was fined 
248.6 million yuan ($40.5 
million) and eight distribu¬ 
tors a total of 30 million 
yuan ($4.9 million). 

Chiysler, part of Fiat 


Chrysler Automobiles NV, 
was fined 31.7 million yuan 
($5.2 million) for enforcing 
minimum prices for vehicles 
sold by dealers in Shanghai, 
according to the city’s price 
bureau. 

It said three dealerships 
were fined a total of 2.1 
million yuan ($343,000) for 
agreeing to fix minimum 
prices for service, paint jobs 
and repairs.

The Drop. Tom Hardy 
and James Gandolfini 
bring strong, nuanced 
acting to their roles, 
but it’s not enough to 
save a tired story that 
seems full of holes 


Richard: Steve, this is a 
boy-and-his-dog story, but it 
ain’t Old Yeller. 

Sure there are gun shots 
and a cute dog, but there 
is also a slow unveiling of 
the clues, red herrings and 
characters with shady pasts. 

As Bob, Hardy is a cy¬ 
pher; kind to dogs, shy and 
lovesick, he’s an average 
neighbourhood guy. 


Except in this neigh¬ 
bourhood, average 

guys have pasts, and 
Hardy does a nice job 
of playing a guy who is try¬ 
ing to move on while the 
past tries to stop him in his 
tracks. 

What did you think? 

Steve: As the deadbeat bar¬ 
tender who may or may not 
be what he seems, Hardy 
certainly crafts a compel¬ 
ling character with a unique 
set of subtleties. 

Even the gait of Bob’s 
walk and the curious phys- 
icality of Hardy’s character 
is distinguished and fantas¬ 
tically nuanced. 

It’s just too bad the 
story itself feels a bit too 


played out. 

There’s nothing quite 
fresh about the intertwin¬ 
ing local gangsters and 
interlopers here. 

Plus, a few plot ambigu¬ 
ities don’t help keep the 
story clear. Or was that the 
red herrings? 

RC: I thought of it as a slice 
of life, a slickly made look 
at the underbelly of crime, 
relationships and dog rear¬ 
ing. 

Nice performances make 
up for some plot idiosyncra¬ 
sies and the cute dog earns 
some goodwill for a story 
that doesn’t so much com¬ 
ment on the condition of its 
characters as it does reveal 
it.

In Dr. Cabbie, Vinay Virmani 
stars as Deepak, a man from 
New Delhi, who arrives in To¬ 
ronto with a degree in medi¬ 
cine and dreams of following 
in his MD father’s footsteps.

The 
medical establishment in Can¬ 
ada doesn’t accept his hard- 
earned degree and decree that 
he won’t be able to practice 
medicine in his new country.

“When you get into a cab, 
you form that Indian-to-Indian 
thing,” he says. “The driver is 
like, ‘Where are you from?’ 

“Canada.” 

‘No, where are you really 
from?’ 

“ft always starts off like 
that. Then he told me his 
story. I was really moved by 
it because here’s a guy who 
was young and naive when 
he came here, very passionate 
about being a doctor, and had 
that dream shattered. 

“Then I heard about a Chi¬ 
nese dentist in Vancouver who 
was doing dental work for 
families who couldn’t afford 
dental. They called him the 
Bedroom Dentist. So all these 
things played in my head.” 

In the film, a friend (Big 
Bang Theory’s Kunal Nayyar) 
gets Deepak a job driving a 
cab, and one eventful night he 
meets Natalie, the girl of his 
dreams (Adrianne Palicki), and 
delivers her baby in the back of 
the hack. 

When a video of the birth 
goes viral he becomes a some 
thing of a sensation. Soon 
people are flagging his taxi, 


looking for medical treatment. 

With a thriving practice on 
wheels, he doles out medical 
advice and prescription drugs 
to customers from the back of 
his cab. 

“If somebody told me a cab¬ 
bie delivered a baby in a cab 
I would want to see that,” he 
says. 

“I would want to see how 
he did it. It’s not far fetched to 
believe a video like that would 
go viral.” 

The movie is a broad com¬ 
edy, but one with serious 
underpinnings. 

“Right now we do have a 
doctor shortage in this coun¬ 
try, we do have qualified PhDs 
not only driving cabs, but do¬ 
ing all sorts of work,” he says, 
“and I really hope the movie 
sheds light on that, but in a 
fun, comedic way. 

“I hope we’ve given integ¬ 
rity to the issue. 

“Through the fun and 
games and the loud characters 
and situations, we say a doctor 
is a doctor is a doctor — that 
the Hippocratic Oath does not 
change just because you cross 
a border.”

Idris Elba is looking to chal¬ 
lenge himself during our 
interview. 

“Right now, I’m cracking 
open a beer with a lighter, 
which is hard to do, and at 
the same time sound genu¬ 
inely interested in our con¬ 
versation — which I am!” he 
insists. I’ll have to take him 
at this word. 

In Elba’s latest, the 
thriller No Good Deed, he 
relishes playing mean and 
nasty as an ex-con mena¬ 
cing a single mother (Taraji 
P. Henson). 

Why won’t you leave 
this nice Taraji P. Henson 
alone? 

Yeah, right? I watched it 
yesterday with an audience 
and I kept asking myself, 
“Why are you there? Leave 
her alone, she’s so sweet!” 
My character has this sort 
of relentless drive, but you 
do find yourself going, 
“What is this guy’s prob¬ 
lem?” He’s quite creepy, 
the character. I was watch¬ 
ing it thinking, “Wow, I 


must be an actor because if 
I am really like that in real 
life, man, I wouldn’t have 
any friends.” 

This has almost a nice 
throwback feel to it. 

Yeah, it’s a genre. It’s 
quite reminiscent of old 
thriller films. I was a 
co-producer on this, and 
the director and I talked 
about that: “Let’s remind 
audiences that they’re in 
a thriller.” You’re going to 
hear thunder and you’re 
going to hear mood music 
and stuff. For some reason 
we stopped making those 
types of films, but they 
work. They serve a particu¬ 
lar purpose and they work. 

Where are your tastes in 
genres and roles leading 
you at the moment? 

I’m into being very varied, 
sort of shaking up genres. 
This film, for example. One 
could argue in America 
that this is penned as an 
African-American film, 
but it really isn’t. It isn’t 
a specific market film; 
it’s just a film. And it’s 
relatable to anyone that 
likes thrillers. My personal 
taste is to try to turn these 
genres on their heads and 
break down these sort of 
lines that we have that 
segment film one way or 
another. And also person¬ 
ally, I’m into really big, 
full characters at the mo¬ 
ment. That’s what I want 
to develop. Iconic char¬ 
acters, like Mandela, like 
Luther. 


Does the talk about how 
you should be the next 
James Bond still come up 
a lot? 

Oh yeah, everyone keeps 
asking me about it. It’s died 


down a bit, maybe it’s start¬ 
ing to pass. But it’s still 
just a rumour, unfortu¬ 
nately. 

But you’re going to be 


more Luther, right? 

Yeah man, I’m definitely 
trying to do that. That’s 
something that’s happened 
over the last few days, 
where I’ve been with Neil 


(Cross, the show’s creator) 
and we’ve discussed it in 
depth. We’re going to move 
forward and try to pull off 
this two-hour special for 
TV.

Upside Out. Video 
masterminds release 
their first new music 
since 2008, leading up 
to a full-length album

Earlier this summer, music 
video masterminds OK Go re¬ 
turned with a new creation: a 
series of optical illusions set 
to a new song, The Writing’s 
on the Wall. 

The song, part of a new EP 
called Upside Out, is the first 
new music from the band 
since their 2008 album, Of 
the Blue Colour of the Sky. 
A full-length album, Hungiy 
Ghosts, is due out Oct. 14. 

Lead singer Damian 
Kulash says that’s normal for 
the band, which takes about 


four years to make a new al¬ 
bum. 

“We take so long making 
records in part because we’re 
not the fastest songwriters 
on the planet, but in part be¬ 
cause we spend so much time 
touring and making videos.” 

It’s apparently pretty 
complicated to build and 
operate a Rube Goldberg de¬ 
vice, as they did for This Too 
Shall Pass. 

A few things have changed 
about the writing process 
over the years, though. Kulash 
pointed to the band’s desire 
to write more “undirectedly,” 
by which he means letting 
the music dictate what a song 
will be about, rather than 
starting with an idea and 
working backwards to it. 

The result is what Kulash 
calls a more focused album, 
despite the more relaxed 
songwriting method, which 
he thinks allows for music 
that’s more varied in scope. 

“I kind of hate writing 


lyrics,” Kulash admits. “I have 
so much fun playing with the 
sounds, and then you wind 
up with this music, where 
if things have gone right, it 
goes in five directions at once. 
It’s something that you can’t 
communicate, or at least I 
can’t communicate verbally.” 

He points to the way writ¬ 
ing the music itself can create 
a sound with “lust and fuiy 
and joy and melancholy all at 
once.” Setting all of that to ac¬ 
tual words can mean letting 
go of some of that feeling. 

“When something is both 
joyful and melancholic at 
the same time, do you write 
melancholic lyrics or do you 
write joyful lyrics?

Bowie to release 
new album 

Rock icon David Bowie, 
who broke a decade of 
silence with an album last 
year, will release more 
new music in November 
as part of a greatest-hits 
collection.

Mercury Prize. Blur’s 
Damon Albarn among 
an eclectic group 
praised for their 
'inventive passion' 

Blur frontman Damon Albarn 

joined a diverse and obscure 
array of up-and-coming art¬ 
ists this week, as the Mercuiy 
Prize announced an eclectic 
shortlist for best British or 
Irish album. 

Albarn was by far the most 
recognizable name among the 
nominees for best album, with 
his debut solo work Everyday 
Robots, which marks a depar¬ 
ture from his trademark Brit- 
pop sound and features more 
personal ruminations on tech¬ 
nology and loneliness. 

But the nominees for the 
award, which will be an¬ 
nounced on Oct. 30, were 
largely obscure artists, with 
indie rockers the Bombay Bi¬ 
cycle Club the only other big 
name.

said the nominations show 
that it’s “fascinating times” 
for British music. 

“What most impressed the 
judges was the inventive pas¬ 
sion with which musicians 
explore music and emotional 
possibilities, refusing to be 


pinned down by rules or 
genre,” Firth said. 

Other nominees include 
Anna Calvi, known for her 
intensely charged guitar and 
soaring vocals; Polar Bear, a 
jazz band that experiments 
with electronic elements; 


poet Kate Tempest, for a rap 
album linking each song to 
a chapter in her novel; FKA 
twigs, an accomplished dan¬ 
cer who merges her R&B sing¬ 
ing with trip-hop; psychedelic- 
influenced funlcsters Jungle; 
jazz trio GoGo Penguin; 
Cuban-trained singer Nick 
Mulvey; rockers Royal Blood; 
and Young Fathers, an experi¬ 
mental hip-hop trio with Afri¬ 
can roots from Scotland. 

The relatively obscure 
nominee list came after past 
criticism that the Mercury has 
endeared itself to mainstream 
artists. 

Albarn was involved in one 
of the biggest spats over the 
Mercuiy in 2001, when his 
lighthearted virtual cartoon 
band Gorillaz asked to be 
taken out of the nominations, 
saying the award would be 
like a “dead albatross” around 
their necks. 

He did not seem upset at 
the recognition of his solo 
work, with his Twitter and 
Faceboolc pages both making 
note of the nomination, afp

For RJ Mitte, playing Walter 
White Jr. in AMC’s Breaking 
Bad was art imitating life. 

Like the 22-year-old ac¬ 
tor, his character had cere¬ 
bral palsy — just a more se¬ 
vere case, requiring Mitte to 
learn to walk on crutches and 
slow his speech for the role. 
Mitte says he also had to re¬ 
visit some of the challenges 
he faced growing up, which 
served as “a great reminder” 
that helped him win the part. 

“The past does haunt you, 
but it haunts you for a rea¬ 
son: To remind you of the 
mistakes and actions you’ve 


made along the way and you 
have to grow from those ac¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Mitte says those experi¬ 
ences enabled him to bring 
something to the role that 
others couldn’t. 

“My disability has given 
me so many things that 
people will never understand 
unless you have it,” he said 
in a recent interview. “Un¬ 
less you’ve been through 
the physical therapy, unless 
you’ve been (through) the 
sweat, the tears, the family 
problems, the family strug¬ 
gles, but wondering how 
you’re going to get that HMO, 
wondering how you’re going 
to get those medical bills. You 
develop a different mental¬ 
ity and you develop a differ¬ 
ent look at how the world 
sees you and how you see the

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Reilly says he’s ready 



‘Good enough.’ Hopes 
of ending losing streak 
start with QB's thumb 


Edmonton Eskimo quarter¬ 
back Mike Reilly wasn’t eager 
to shake hands with a repor¬ 
ter Thursday but pronounced 
himself ready to take his in¬ 
jured thumb into battle Friday 
against the Montreal Alou- 
ettes. 

“It’s not 100 per cent but it’s 
good enough to play football 
and play at a high level,” Reilly 
said of his injured thumb. 

“It’s going to take a couple 
of weeks before it feels 100 
per cent normal but right 
now it’s not affecting my abil¬ 
ity to throw the ball and play 
football.” 

Reilly’s injured thumb on 
his throwing hand has kept 
him out of the last two games, 
both losses to Calgaiy. 

His return is welcome news 
for Edmonton’s offence that 
will be looking for more con¬ 
sistency to tiy to end a two- 
game losing streak. The losses 
have dropped the Eskimos to 
7-3 and into third place in the 
west. 

Reilly, injured on the open¬ 
ing drive of a 41-27 win over 
Toronto three weeks ago, said 
the Eskimos have to get back 
to the basics, get back to com¬ 
peting, playing hard and exe¬ 
cuting their plays to get past 
the Alouettes. 

“If this week of practice is 
any indication, we’re going 
to be back to where we were

early in the year,” he said. “We 
came out with a kind of new 
mentality and a new focus and 
that’s a good thing.” 

While Reilly is back with 
Edmonton, former Eskimo 
Jonathan Crompton will get 
his third start for the Alou¬ 
ettes. In his two previous starts 
Crompton completed 33 of 52 
passes for 451 yards with two 
TDs and two interceptions. 

“He’s done a veiy nice 
job getting the ball out of his 
hands, he knows where his 
weapons are,” said Eskimo 


coach Chris Jones. “He’s done 
a great job of managing (the of¬ 
fence) and I think he’s brought 
a level of energy that they 
were maybe lacking. 

“The last three weeks they 
have a lot more energy and 
a more positive aura about 
them so it’s going to be inter¬ 
esting to see how we come out 
of the loclcer-room and attack 
them.” 

Crompton was Reilly’s 
backup last season but slid to 
fourth on the depth chart in 
training camp before leaving. 
He wouldn’t talk about the 
Eskimo situation, saying he’s 
just happy where he’s at and is 
back in Edmonton for a “busi¬ 
ness trip.” 

“It’s not about me,” he 
said of his recent success and 
the Als’ two wins. “The O-line 


has been blocking their butts 
off, the running backs have 
been running well, blocking 
well, the receivers have been 
making plays. When all those 
go together it makes my job 
easy.” 

The Eskimos are 5-0 ver¬ 
sus eastern teams, including 
an 33-23 win over Montreal 
in early August, but, like veiy 
other western team, they have 
a better record on the road (4- 
1) than at home (3-2). Montreal 
has won its last two games but 
is winless in four road games 
this year. 

A lot of Edmonton’s suc¬ 
cess this season is due to the 
aggressive play of the defence 
that leads the CFL with five 
touchdowns — three on inter¬ 
ceptions and two on fumble 
recoveries, the Canadian press

ton and the Montreal 
Alouettes. 

Crompton rallied Mont¬ 
real to a 38-31 home win 
over the Hamilton Tiger- 
Cats last weekend, the 
first time since last season 
the Als (3-7) had registered 
consecutive victories. 

It was James Rodgers 
who delivered the key 
blow, his 82-yard punt- 
retum TD breaking a 24-24 
tie and giving Montreal a 
lead it would never relin¬ 
quish. 

But Crompton and the 
Als certainly face a stiff test 
Friday night when they 
visit an Edmonton Eskimos 
team that’s dropped two 
straight. 

Edmonton (7-3) lost 
a Labour Day home-and- 
home series with the 
Calgaiy Stampeders and 
is 3-0 this season against 
its provincial rival.

A short and tumultuous 
work week for the Balti¬ 
more Ravens ended with a 
surprisingly lopsided vic¬ 
tory.

Bernard Pierce took over 
for Rice to gain 96 yards 
on 22 carries as part of a 
ground game that finished 
with 157 yards. Flacco went 
21 for 29 for 166 yards and 
two TD throws to tight end 
Owen Daniels, and Justin 


Tucker kicked four field 
goals. 

Pittsburgh (1-1) man¬ 
aged only two field goals 
and committed three turn¬ 
overs — one that halted its 
opening drive, another that 
set up a fourth-quarter field 
goal by Tucker, and an inter¬ 
ception by Ben Roethlis- 
berger with 1:51 remaining.

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A’s spectacular slump: 
There's no end in sight

Their chances of winning the 
AL West have pretty much 
slipped away. Now, the Oakland 
Athletics need to score some 
runs before they lose a playoff 
spot altogether. 

The A’s continued their free- 
fall Thursday, when Chris Sale 
bested Scott Kazmir in a bril¬ 
liant pitchers’ duel. Light-hit- 
ting Marcus Semien homered 
for the only run and the Chi¬ 
cago White Sox won 1-0. 

The A’s lost for the 11th 
time in 14 games. Their lead in 
the AL wild-card race dwindled 
to one game over Detroit, 1-1/2 
over Seattle and 3-1/2 over the 
Toronto Blue Jays and Cleve¬ 
land Indians. 

“We’re playing for our lives 
now,” manager Bob Melvin con¬ 


ceded. “I mean, that’s just the 
way it is. We put ourselves in 
this position.” 

Once leading the division, 
the A’s began the day nine 
games behind the Los Angeles 
Angels. Oakland starts a three- 
game showdown in Seattle on 
Friday night. 


Facing Sale, Oakland posed 
its only threat in the eighth, 
when Jed Lowrie singled and Al¬ 
berto Callaspo drew a two-out 
walk. Coco Crisp bounced out 
to end the inning. 

“Right up there,” Lowrie 
said when asked where Sale 
ranked among starting pitch¬ 


ers. “Off-hand, I can’t give you 
a number, but he’s one of the 
better ones in the game.” 

Yet the A’s have had to tip 
their caps too many times since 
the All-Star break. They’ve 
scored more than three runs 
only 15 times in the 39 games 
since slugger Yoenis Cespedes 
was traded to Boston on July 31. 

Melvin suggested his team 
might need to get back to its 
loose ways again. 

“We’ve been two different 
teams — the one that played 
through July and the one that’s 
at this point right now,” he said. 

“We’re trying as a staff to 
stay positive. At times, I get 
upset. At times, you have to be 
supportive. Today they were 
trying. They were trying as 
hard as they could. Sometimes 
maybe you have to try a little 
easier,” he said. 

“It’s a tough run that we’re 
facing right now,” Kazmir said.
